‘included the amendment moved by 
Sir Oswald Mosley (Lab,) dealing 
with fair conditions of labour on 
work, the cost. of which was be- 
ing defrayed by the State and the 
laying down of wages not to be 
less than the standard rates and 
prohibiting forced labour and the 
employment of child labour; also’ 
providing that any territory in 
respect of which an allowance had 
‘been made should’ participate in 
the increase values direetly. at- 
tributable thereto. 
_ Mr. Ormsby Gore {Con.) hoped 
the provision regards increased 
values would not lead to special 
head or hut taxes. He pointed 
out that increased wealth in places 
like West Africa was ‘only die to 
increase efforts of the natives 
themselves. Hence — additional 


taxation would prove a deterrent, 
Sir 0. Mosley, replying, said the 
Bill embodied the most stringent 
safeguards for- the natives.—Reu-

BABY'S SKIN 


HARM IN TOO MUCH 
WASHING 


AVOID EAST WINDS 


[From Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane, Bt.] 

The importance of the skin as a 
functioning organ in the mainten- 
ance of health has been repeatedly 
stressed in these articles. In re- 
sponse to a large number of inquir- 
jes from readers of “The Daily 


Mail,” I have secured the following j 


information from one of the fore- 
most skin specialists in the country, 
who is also a scientific adviser of 
the New Health Society. 

The great majority of children 
are ‘born. with perfectly healthy 
skins, but at the same time, a‘ baby’s 
skin is extremely tender and sus- 
ceptible to the slightest injury.. 

These injuries include three main 
groups of agents: physical, mechani- 
cal, and chemical. In the first 
group are such factors as heat, cold, 
sunlight, wind, and water. In 
these enlightened days there is no 
need to worry over a baby being ex- 
posed to a draught, the most un- 
intelligent nurse or mother- will 
avoid this; but it is not realised 
that excess warmth can also be 
leading, as it does, 
to irritation and scratching through 
perspiration, 

Sunlight, in moderation, - is 
essential -to health. and growth, 
but an-~excess of strong, unfiltered, 
ultra-violet light cannot be anes 
by an infant’s skin. : 

Best Underwear 

A cold, dry east wind should be 
avoided because of the inability of 
a baby’s skin to produce more than 
a limited amount of protective 
grease, and for the same reason dis- 
tilled. or rain water should be sub- 
stituted for tapwater when the 
latter is hard. 

For the protection of the skin 

agalnst cold we. rely, not on the 
clothing itself, which merely acts as 
a container, but'on the warmed, 
dry air in the air spaces of the 
material. It follows, therefore, 
that for the proper conservation and 
interchange of warmth and moisture 
woolly and fleecy material is best, 
while for underwear a fine, ‘soft 
cellular texture is preferable. 

Scratching is a purely natural] 
reflex, but as the baby is unable to 
maintain -a- rational control, care 
must be taken io prevent his doing

the first sign of any irritation his 
nails should be cut as short as pos-

“It would be easy to multiply in- 
stances where the neglect of pure 
science is retarding material pro- 
gress, and is prejudicing the wel- 
fare of tropical residents, by depriv- 
ing applied research of its support. 
But two examples must suffice. To 
Be incurious about the sun is to dis- 
regard the king’s majesty and the 


tributaries the ifopical earth and { 
-tropical waters (both of. which 
differ, sometimes’ uniquely, from 
those of temperate climes, and have 
hardly been more than touched by 
the finger of exploration), the sun 
makes the tropics: What they are, 
and rules them. Yet, while the risk 
of sunstroke varies enormously. in. 
apparently similar climates in ad- 
jacent lands, ‘its causes remain a 
topic for polite speculation. And 
they are likely to remain so as long 
as the physiological adaptations . of 
white men to the tropics, and the 
distribution of ‘energy in the 
spectrum of the incident solar 
radiation remain almost entirely un- 
known. An isolated physical in- 
vestigation of the sun’s . rays ‘was 


made in the Philippines, and there 
may possibly be one or two more 
records from the whole of the 
tropics. But in the absence of any 
general inquiry conducted in the in- 
terests of pure science relating to 
this first essention of tropical know- 
ledge, not only the practical” pro- 
blem of sunstroke, but others also, 
connected with light therapy and 
wider- biological interest, remain 
obseure.: And who shall say what

Therefore. few ‘objects are 
worthier of endowment, both from 
private and -Imperial revenues, 
than - tropical science. But. since, 
in the present state of development 
of the tropics, local administrations 
clearly cannot take all knowledge as 
their province, nor provide for its 
quest in every department, they 
| must look for help elsewhere. Until 
the growth of liberal academic 
institutions has, as in India, provid- 
ed natural homes for pure research, 
and indeed even after this, increas- 
ed intercourse of thought: and per- 
sonnel with Europe ‘and frequent 
working -holidays of European and 
American thinkers and scientific 
investigators in tropical. lands offer 
the most immediate prospect of suc- 
cour. Thereby European -apprecia- 
tion of tropical problems, and 
tropical intelligence itself would 
both gain much needed: enlighten- 
ment, and workers would benefit by 
stimulus given and received.

Trude at Rotterdam has been de- 


tory manner, in sharp contrast to 
conditions last year, when the bulk 
‘cargo trade. was. seriously hampered 
by the strike of German Rhine barge- 
erews, Tonnage arrivals.in the New 
Waterway during May improved frac- 
tionally with 0.17 per cent. on the 
April figure, tonnage barthed at Rot- 
terdam gained 1.21 per cent., but 
Antwerp records a smal! loss of 0.48 
per-cent.

Of the vessels berthed - at Rotter- 
dam 939 (last year 827) were laden; 
5223 (511) coal, general cargoes, 202 
(116). ore, 70 (54) coal, 45 (45) 
grain and 35 (44) wood. Saitings 
with carga numbered 793 (739), and 
included 549 (569) general and 198 
(181) coal and coke cargoes; of the 
latter 64 (40) were bound to France, 
54 (47) to Italy, 59 (28) to North 
ern Europa, 1 (4) to South America 
and 15 (12) to other countries. 

imports of British coal reached a 
post-strike record of 208,000 metrical 
tons, ‘compared with 135,000 tons .in 

1 May, 1928, and ‘ore imports have im- 
oved further to the record figures 


with but 624,000 tons in May, 1928. 
In recent years the million limit. has 
only been exceeded in three months, 
viz.:—June, 1925, 1,065,000 tons; 
May, 1927, 1,081,000 tons, and July, 
1927, 1,090,000 tons. Tankers have 
arrived with 100,500 tons mineral oil, 
compared with 45,000 tons last year 
and 8,400 tons edible oils arrived in 
bulk, including two cargo from 4 
Russian Black Sea: port. 

Bulk grain imports have been 
slightly lower at 230,200 tons, com- 
pared with 251,000 tons jast year, in 
addition to which 476,000 bags of 
grain arrived, compared with 550,000 
bags last year. The wood trade is 
growing under. seasonal conditions, 
but has not reached Jast year’s level, 
and while.the general cargo trade of 
the port has not in the aggregate 
reached record figures, many gocd 
features are to be reported, in addi- 
tion to Elders and Fyffes' liners the 
Jamaica Producers’. vessels are now 
calling regularly, two cargoes of Aus- 
tralian fruit have been discharged at 
Rotterdam in the past month, and 
arrivals of North Pacific -fruit are 
maintained at a very satisfactory 
level. Substantial inereases are also 
recorded in arrivals of rubber, tea, 
tobacco, coffee, feeding cakes, sugar, 
rice, groundnuts, tinned goods, fats, 
oil in barrels,’ chemical products, 
textiles, paper and asphalt.

SHIPPING'S FUTURE 


LORD KYLSANT'S BELIEF IN 
THE. INDUSTRY 


“AMERICAN MARKETS 
(Continued froni yesterday.) 


The export trade of Argentina 
naturally reacted favourably not only 
on the national finances, but upon: her 
purchases of manufactured goods from 
abroad, The totai imports into Ar- 
gentina showed a substantial increase, 
of which, I am pleased to say, Great 
Britain secured her proportion, our 
exports to Argentina being up to a 
figure not approached since the col- 
lapse of 1920. 

To Great Britain the Argentine mar- 
ket for manufactured goods is of out- 
standing importance: in -yiew of the 
dependence of this country upon the 
maintenance of a flourishing export 
trade, whilst the River Plate trade 
provides. employment annually for 
several millions of. tons of British 
shipping. For over a century trade 
and commerce between Argentina and 
Great Britsin have steadily developed, 
and to-day Argéntina buys a larger 
quantity of. British goods per head of 
population than any other foreign 
country. This is largely -accounted 
for by the fact -that hundreds of mil- 
ions of British capi are invested 
there, whilst the sh reputation 
for integrity and reliability in com- 
mercial dealings stands high with the 
people of Argentina. The fact that, 
at the present time, the Argentine is 
the largest foreign market for British 
cotton and woollen goods, as well as 
‘railway material, is one of far-reach- 
ing signifieance for British industry 
and the unemployment problem. 
Whilst one cannot fail to be impress- 
ed by the many indications in the Ar- 
gentine of present prosperity, as 
shown by the advances that have 
taken place’ withina comparatively 
brief period in production, commerce, 
industries, currency, savings, gold im- 
ports and railway traffic, there are 
possibilities of greater development in 
the future,. which should bring in- 
creased opportunities’ for trade and 
investment, to which Great Britain 
would do well to pay close attention. 

A British Economic Mission _ has 
been appointed to proceed to Argen- 
tina and Brazil under the presidency 
of Viscount D'Abernon, whilst. a 
(British Empire -Trade Fair is to be 
held in Buenos Ayres, in the Argen- 
tine, in_1930-31, to which this com- 
pany and its associated shipping com- 
panies are giving practical support. 

A new Government took office in 
Argentina in: October, 1928, under 
President Irigoyen, who had been pre- 
viously.” head of the administration 
from 1916 io. 1922. In some quarters 
it was anti ted that the coming in- 
to power/‘of .the new Argentine Ad- 
ministration -might have a disturbing 
effect upon the advancement of the 
trade. and’ commerce. of the country. 
Just before the Argentine Ministry 
took office I publicly expressed the 
opinion that, in my view, these anti- 
cipations were not well-founded, and 
although certain elements ‘of industrial 
unrest have been noticeable from time 
to time, these troubles have been dealt 
with in a statesmanlike spirit, and I 
still-hold the belief that the new Ar- 
gentine Administration is concerned 
above all things to secure and main- 
tain an uninterrupted flow of increas- 
ed prosperity for the country as a 
whole. 

It is gratifying that progress is 
being made with the great new port 
works at Buenos Ayres, and that a 
part of this new port is already open. 
Notwithstanding this, there is stil} 
serious congestion at Buenos Ayres, 
and much work remains to be done 
before adequate facilities are avail- 
able to deal with the enormous ton- 
nage of shipping serving this great 
South American port. -1-would again 
urge that, in the interests of the pro- 
gress of Argentina and its overseas 
trade, the work on the new port be 
expedited ag much as possible. There 
is another matter which has long been 
advocated by those engaged in the 
shipping , trade’ of _ Buenos Ayres, 
namely, that the control of the port 
should be placed in the hands of a 
separate port authority, representa- 
‘tive of the different interests concern- 
ed, which is & much-needed reform 
that I hope may before long -be .ac- 
complished. : 

° Brazil in Development 

- The most noteworthy’ event in con- 
nection with ‘the great Republic’ of 
Brazil was the success obtained in 
balancing the budget.

‘aids afforded to thelr nationals en- 
gaged in the shipping industry, there 
has, I regret to say, been a disposition 
on the part of our own authorities for, 
some years to curtail as far as pos- 
sible the rates of 2».ayment even for 
services rendered in the conveyance of 
mails. | As you know, this company 
was one of the pioneers in providing 
steamship services for the carriage of 
mails, and in the early days substan- 
tial subsidies were granted for. this 
purpose. On the company’s main 
route to South America the rates re- 
ceived from the British Government 
for the conveyance of mails have been 
sealed down over a long period of 
years, and those’ at present in opera- 
tion cannot be regarded as a satisfac- 
tory recompense for the services ren- 
dered. It is hoped that the British 


Government will before long agree to|_ 


some re-adjustment in this respect. 
Whilst recognising that, on account 
of the egormous inerease that has 
taken place in the facilities afforded 
for the carriage of overseas mails by 
various lines, conditions have under- 
gone a change since the time. when 
it was necessary to give a consider- 
able subsidy in order to enable a mail 
service to be established and maintain- 
ed, I feel British shipowners are 
justified in asking that adequate pay- 
ment be made to them for the valuable 
services they render in this connection, 
and that they should reeeive their fair 
share of the amount paid by the 
general public in the form of postage. 
Although the cost of fuel during 
i928 was somewhat less -than for’ the 
previous year, the working expenses 
of high-class vessels are -still very 
heavy.

Is A Philosophy: Of Hi of History Possible? 
MODERN CHURCHMAN’S ‘VIEWS 


[By Professor A. S. Pringle-Pattison, LL.D, D.C.L, F.B.A.] 


The fundamental defect of Au- 
gustine’s treatise is, of course, that 
it leaves out of aecount the whole 
secular side of life. Art, science, 
literature, ‘philosophy, invention 


and the arts of life—all that we- 


commonly mean by civilization—is 
relegated to a single section of a 
single chapter in his twenty-second 
Book. He perpetuates in theory 
the abrupt dualism’ bstween the 
Church and the world—the apo- 
talyptic or purely. other-worldly 
attitude of early Christianity, 
which ‘the Chureh was 30° soon 
forced to abandon in practice. 
There are those who assure us that 
this alone is* genuine Christianity 
and that the histery of Christian 
society is’ ‘the history of a great 
evasion,” an .insincere and = un- 
worthy. compromise with: a world 
whose sqcial arrangements dnd 
principles of action have proved too 
strong for the faith of the gospel. 
” Essential Perversity 

But. we have only to follow out 
such a contention’ to: its’ logical 
consequences to recognize, not only 
its impracticability, but the 
essential perversity of the attitude 
which it commends. There is 
much, heaven knows, in what we 
‘ eall civilization that is a blot upon 
the earth and a disgrace to human 
kind—much both in its. past his- 
tory ‘and in present conditions. 
But the fullest recognition of cry- 
ing evils and patent defects need 
‘not blind us to the greatness and 
the wonder of the fabric reared by 
the nameless generations of the 
past.. Think, for example, of the 
great system of law be{jueathed to 
thé modern world’ by © Roman 
jurists working on centuries of 
national experience. The idea of 
an ordered civil polity and the 
example of a high public ‘spirit| 
were bequests so precious that 
Dante, reading Roman history as 
- the -development of. the idea of 
Justice, came “to see in that 
history the evolution ‘of a pro- 
vidential purpose for man’s secular 
life, ag: real and as clearly marked 
as the parallel development trace- 
able in sacred history. | The -civie 
virtues of the secular state have 
their divine sanction as truly as 
the spiritual graces which are the 
pledge of man’s higher destiny. 


Man Made for World 

As Dean Church put-‘it, God ‘has 
made man for this world, as well 
as intended him for another.” 
However true it may be that this 
life is a preparation for another, 
man has his part to play in this 
world under the natural conditions 
which govern life here. And it is 
only fair to- recogniza: that this 
legitimation of the secular life, its 
reclamation from the kingdom of 
the devil, forms part -of the 
authoritative teaching of the 
Catholic. Church, since its exposi- 
tion by Thomas Aquinas, though 
the old Augustinian view still tends 
to reappear and to colour popular 
theology, and -in every. generation 
men are born, whose. best hope. for 
the world is that its ond is at hand,

In*this modest empirical form, 
if we take long enough periods 
into consideration, I think we may 
probably all agree’ that the 
melioristic theory has ‘much to say 
for itself.

ciples. During his preachings he 
recounts several stories of his 
former existences, often in the 
form of animals, and he claims 
that man must continue to pass 
from one existence to another till 
he has attained Supreme Know- 
ledge, when he will enter Nirvana 
and no more-suffer the trials and 
troubles of existence, 

The Buddha attracts many fol- 
Jowers and in spite of. the fact 
that he demands the strictest dis- 
cipline and self denial. Self is 
entirely suppressed, dnd pleasure, 
ease and comfort are unknown 
among the monks. 

Part three tells of The Buddha’s 
triumphs over evil, in various 
forms (each encounter offering a 
moral Jesson to the disciples) and 
of the destruction of Devadatta, 
the Judas of the disciples, who 
had sought. to destroy his Master, 
owing to jealousy of his power 
and influence.
